4 alkyl- 
or NR 7 R*; R 7 and R s are each independently selected from hydrogen, Het 4 or C^alkyl; Het 1 represents a heterocycle selected from 
oxazolyl, isoxazolyl, imidazolyl or pyrazolyl wherein said heterocycle is optionally substituted with one, two or three substituents 
selected from the group consisting of amino, C 1 . 4 alkyl, hydroxy -C^alkyl, phenyl, phcnyl-C^alkyl- and phenyl substituted with one 
or more halo substituents; Het 4 represents a heterocycle selected from oxazolyl or isoxazolyl, wherein said heterocycle is option- 
ally substituted with one or more substituents selected from the group consisting of amino, C^alkyl, hydroxy-Ci_ 4 alkyl-, phenyl, 
phenyl -C 1 . 4 alkyl and phenyl substituted with one or more halo substituents; and Ar 1 , Ar 2 , Ar 3 , Ar 4 , Ar 5 or Ar 6 each independently 
represents phenyl optionally substituted one or where possible two or more substituents selected from halo, nitro, C^alkyl, hydroxy 
or C^alkyloxy-. 
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
